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The Cover 


A section of an artist’s sketch of the town as it looked in 1885, at the time 
East Medway was set off from the town of Medway and incorporated as the — 
new town of Millis. 


At this time there were 171 dwelling houses in the town of Millis and the 
population was 683. The assessed value of all real estate was $357,215 and _ 
the tax rate was $13.75 per thousand. The total tax assessed for the year 188 
was $5,662.86. 


The First Church of Christ (front, upper right) was built in 1850. The 
steeple shown was destroyed about 1905 and was replaced by the present 
steeple. Just below the church is Partridge Hall where the first town meeting 
of the new town was held. All subsequent town meetings were held here un- — 
til the hall burned on November 19, 1891. For the next two years the town ~ 
meetings were held in the First Church of Christ. Starting in January, 1894, 
and for many years thereafter, the town meetings were held in the new Grange 
Hall, which was completed in the fall of 1893 and torn down in 1971. 


The building in the lower right was the Adams School, now the site of the 
Millis Police and Fire Station. 


The building next to the railroad tracks (lower front cover) is the Millis 
Memorial Building. It was built in 1886 as a memorial to Lansing Millis by 
his heirs, to provide the town with rooms for town offices and a public library 
on the second floor and space for a railroad station on the first floor. The 
entire building is now used for town offices and for the Millis Historical 
Society. 


On the back cover (upper center) is the estate of Dr. Charles Wesley Emer- 
son, built in 1885 and destroyed by fire in 1911. Dr. Emerson was the founder 
of the Emerson School of Oratory in Boston. 


The group of buildings (back cover, lower left) were the Holbrook Bell 
and Organ Factories and the Ware Organ Pipe Factory. The low building, 
second from Auburn Road, was once the East Medway Post Office.

REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The past year has been one of significant effort to establish a foundation 
upon which positive actions in regard to conservation requirements can move 
forward. This has involved an in-depth review by members of the commission 
of all the acreage within the wetlands in order that the wetland indexing could 
be finalized. We also have completed preliminary plans upon which we expect 
a master conservation and recreation plan will evolve in 1972. This plan is 
fundamental to preserve and protect the scenic and natural resources of the 
community in the future.

We have also recommended special problems that should be considered 
under separate articles since they merit engineering study, contract drawings 
and cost more than those of general maintenance nature.

We bring to your attention the more complicating factors of this period

SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL COMMITTEE 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

At your request, I have represented the town of Millis on the southwest 
area solid waste disposal committee which is made up of the following towns: 
Foxboro, Franklin, Medfield, Millis, Medway, Norfolk, Norwood, Sharon, 
Walpole, Westwood and Wrentham. 


This committee has been formed representing the selectmen of these 
towns in order to investigate the advisability of setting up a regional solid 
waste disposal area for these towns. We have had several meetings during 
the year, the reports of which have been sent to you. 


Basically, we are looking into the feasibility of establishing a regional 
disposal system in the town of Walpole across from the Walpole State Prison 
on property presently owned by the state. The proposed system is an 
incinerator-type disposal system with the strong possibility of recycling 
facilities. 
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We are presently waiting the results of a survey made by the Raytheon 
Corporation regarding regional solid waste disposal areas and this report will 
be available to us on March 1, 1972. 


The area disposal solution would be some 5 years away but would be 
our only long-term solution to our solid waste disposal problem.

The Millis Board of Health Nursing Service office is located at the Millis Jr.- 
Sr. High School. In order to acquaint Millis residents with our services, they 
are mentioned in the following report. 


The visiting nurse’s services are available to anyone within the town regard- 
less of economic or social status, color or creed. 


Nursing care is given only under the orders of a physician. A single visit can 
be made but care can be continued only with a diagnosis and directions from 
a physician. 


Functions of the visiting nurse include giving sponge, tub and special baths, 
surgical dressings, irrigations, exercises, blood pressure readings, hypodermic 
injections, catheter care, enemas, colostomy care, massage and lamp teaching. 


She also teaches the patient and family about patient care, helps the family 
and patient accept the situation, interprets the doctor’s orders to both patient 
and family and provides moral support. The visiting nurse interprets the 
patient's view to the family and vice versa, aids the family and patient to under- 
stand diet lists and restrictions, instructs in personal hygiene and points out 
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hazards in the home to prevent accidents. The nurse makes nursing, advisory 
and health education calls: prenatal, post partum and newborn calls and 
counsels. 


Services are paid for by the patient or family, health insurance, the Cancer 
Society, government agencies, Medicare and others. 


A contract with the Easter Seal Society provides us with additional rehabil- 
itation services: physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech therapy and 
social work counselling. 


Home Health Services Inc. is a newly formed non-profit social agency for 
the purpose of establishing service for individuals and families. Trained and 
supervised individuals may go into a home to help maintain and preserve 
family life that is threatened with disruption by illness, death, social malad- 
justment or other problems. Homemakers will be available for employment 
upon completion of a training course. We hope this will soon be available to 
Millis. 


The Millis Board of Health Nursing Service has a “loan closet” for residents. 
Sick room items available include walkers, adjustable crutches, wheelchairs, 
hospital beds, side rails and many small items. 


All the information mentioned is for anyone needing a visiting nurse ser- 
vice. The visiting nurse is more than a nurse—she may be a friend with news, 
the absent or non-existent daughter who gives affection, the mother image, a 
reliable figure or the advisor to counsel regarding future plans. 


In addition to the above report, the Nursing Service is very actively involved 
and responsible for the School Health Program. (See School Health Program 
report.) 


REPORT OF PROFESSIONAL-MEDICAL

Several meetings were scheduled and many telephone calls made and no- 
tices sent but no one attended the meetings. 
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Due to this, a new committee is being formed and, hopefully, will be 
more active in formulating health programs for the town.

REPORT OF THE INSURANCE 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


Our committee was active during the year reviewing the existing insurance 
portfolio and talking with town employees and other interested townspeople 
concerning the insurance coverage. In November we submitted our recommen- 
dations to the board of selectmen. Among the recommendations were the 
following: 

1. The town purchase higher limits of liability on its automobile 
and general liability policies. 

2. The town purchase employees non-ownership coverage on its 
automobile liability policy. 

3. The fire insurance values on the town’s property be increased 
to current replacement values. 
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The board of selectmen have advised that they are exploring costs of our 
suggested changes. 


Earlier we recommended to the town that it take the necessary action to 
bring Millis under the Federal Floor Insurance Program. If this is done, then 
any Millis private residence could be insured for damage caused by flood. 
Without this federally backed program, such coverage is probably unobtain- 
able.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY 
TRUSTEES AND STAFF 


“What to do when there’s nothing to do” is a book title and also a theme 
song for many Millis residents of all ages. “Go to the library” is the answer. 


One of the new programs this year was the opening of the library to senior 
citizens on Wednesday mornings, for use as a drop-in center. The use of Title I 
government funds enabled us to supply materials and equipment for several 
cultural-recreational projects for senior citizens including painting, crewel 
embroidery and rug hooking. Since men did not generally take advantage of 
the program, it became more and more geared to the ladies and their interests. 


A junior library club was formed in April for the 4th to 6th grades who met 
during April vacation and completed various craft projects including making 
kites which were flown successfully at week’s end. During the summer the 
junior library club members prepared and presented two puppet shows which 
were well attended by younger children and parents. 


In July and August free outdoor movies were shown on Tuesday evenings 
for the second year. The size of the audience varied with the entertainment 
level of the films shown, extending to over 200 on one occasion. Mrs. Iseman 
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suggested to the Tecreation committee that they assume responsibility for 
this program so it may be fitted into the overall town recreation program and 
budget. 


In August, the summer reading club registered about 75 children with about 
50 completing the required 10 books necessary for eligibility for the annual 
outing by bus. This year’s trip was to historic places around Boston including 
the Bunker Hill Monument, the Constitution. At the Boston Public Garden, a 
picnic lunch and a swan boat ride were enjoyed by all. 


The meeting room continues to be well used for Millis groups. This year we 
added the senior citizen planning group, the new recreation committee, and a 
conservation group in addition to past users. We also found it necessary to 
house the reference magazine collection in the meeting room this year to 
make this collection more available to the public. 


October saw the beginning of Thursday story hour and the unexpected 
influx of about 100 enthusiastic participants. In order to make this into 
working size groups, two additional story hour sessions were added, on Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Attendance and enthusiasm have been high on each day. 


In November, during Children’s Book Week, 27 classes of grades 1-4 visited 
the library with their teachers. Each child took one or more books back to 
school for classroom collections, which are later exchanged between classes 
of a grade level at school. The purpose of this program is to introduce the 
public library to all students so its location and arrangement are known to 
them. 


A special vote of thanks this year is for volunteer Mrs. Jeanette Bowie of 
Union Street for her endless patience and help with several library programs. 
In the spring she conducted an enthusiastic class of 30 on Tuesday evenings in 
the making of a tote bag, and in the fall she conducted a class in mug braiding. 
On Wednesday mornings, during the senior citizens’ drop-in sessions, she was 
always available to help with various handicraft projects, for which she has a 
particular talent. 


For the second year, staff member Mrs. Dorothy Drew conducted a Christ- 
mas decorating class. She also loaned her collection of beautiful decorations 
to the library for display, for which we were most grateful. 
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On the negative side, the public library has become a “hang out” for many 
teen-agers in cold and inclement weather, resulting in reduced seating space 
available to the more serious library users. The question must be raised as to 
whether the library can or should continue to allow this usage of its facilities. 


The trustees wish to thank many friends of the library for donating several 
hundred books, magazines and paperbacks which were useful additions to the 
collection.

In closely reviewing this information, 
your personnel committee feels that the employees do have a solid fringe bene- 
fit program with few exceptions. One of the areas we feel, however, that must 
be adjusted for regular full-time employees is in the area of over-time pay. 

It is our belief that if regular employees are required to work beyond their 
normal weekly hours, they should thus be compensated for this work. 


The committee wishes to express its thanks to Mr. L. Daniel Carter for his 
many contributions in the past. We regret that he was unable to continue on 
the committee. We also are grateful to our newest member, Mr. Rene Scott, 
for his ideas and guidance during our deliberations. 


We extend our thanks to the selectmen, D.P.W. commissioners, department 
heads, town employees and finance committee for their patience and assistance 
in arriving at a salary and fringe benefit program for 1972.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL LAND 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


The work of the school land investigating committee was continued by the 
appointment of the members. Officers for the year were elected by the com- 
mittee. As noted in the 1970 report, the committee placed primary emphasis 
on obtaining a comparative analysis of three potential sites, located on the 
following properties: 


The Paine property on Norfolk Street (approx 30 acres) 
The Powell property on Island Road (approx 30 acres) 
The Izbicki property on Exchange Street (approx 30 acres) 


The March 1971 town meeting appropriated $2,500 (Article 39) “to be 
used for land appraisal for school building purposes. . .”. Accordingly, the 
firm of Roger E. Hardy and Associates of Medfield was hired to make a 
comparative analysis and report on the three above sites. The $2,500 was ex- 
pended as follows:

Concurrently with the land appraisal effort, meetings were held with the 
Millis Department of Public Works to obtain other related development 
costs, with the planning board to ascertain the short and long range growth 
plans of the town, with the selectmen and other town boards to discuss alter- 
native possibilities and with the school committee to coordinate efforts and 
to advise as to findings. 


As a result of studying all available data, the land investigating committee 
unanimously recommends that, to fulfill its school expansion needs, the town 
acquire a 30-acre parcel of land on Norfolk Street. The parcel is part of a much 
larger tract owned by Paine Realty Trust. 


The committee wishes to thank all those who contributed so much to make 
our work easier over the past year.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


Members of your school committee for the months of January and Febru- 
ary in 1971 included the following: Raymond L. Gehling, Jr., Chairman, 
John M. Ritchie, Secretary, John F. O’Rourke, Associate Member, Rev. 
Robert D_ Fay, Associate Member and John H. Merrill, Associate Member. 


Following the annual Town election the Committee held a special meeting 
and organized in the following manner: Raymond L. Gehling, Jr., reelected 
Chairman, Rev. Robert D. Fay, Secretary, John F. O’Rourke, Associate Mem- 
ber, John H. Merrill, Associate Member and Francis P. Keaney, Associate 
Member. 


During the school year the Principals were present, by arrangement, to 
discuss personnel, programs, preliminary budgets and curricula. 


Driver Education has been continued with the classroom instruction being 
given during the regular school day and the “Behind the Wheel Training” 
scheduled after school hours. The Fred C. Browne Ford Agency of Walpole 
makes two cars available for this purpose for which we are grateful. 


The School Committee has sponsored youth summer recreational programs 
which include swimming and safety instruction at the Hopkinton State Park. 
Evening Practical Arts courses and classes in art for adults are planned during 
the school year. 


School Committee policy relating to bids include preparation, advertising, 
public opening for the following contracts: bus, supplies, equipment, fuel, 
milk, bread, typewriters, etc. 


Maintenance of school grounds and buildings is an ongoing process around 
the calendar. 


Pupil insurance is offered on a voluntary basis to parents. Because of the 
numbers involved the rates are reasonable and serious consideration about 
participation in the program should be given by parents. At the opening of 
school each year, information concerning the program is made available. All 
claims to date have been honored which are in keeping with the coverage 
offered by the policy. 
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The Committee continues to serve as co-sponsor of the Brownies, Cub 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts and Explorers. 


The Committee voted that Raymond Gehling would be the delegate and 
Francis Keaney the alternate delegate at the annual meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Association of School Committees which was held at the Sheraton- 
Hyannis, in October. Dr. Roy, Superintendent also attended this convention. 
The Committee maintains an active membership in the Area II School Com- 
mittee Association. 


The Committee has endorsed the participation of the local school system 
in many federal supported programs which include Public Law 89-10, Title I, 
Summer Elementary School Program; Title II, Library Program: and the 
National Defense Education Act Program. Leadership in these programs ex- 
erted by the Superintendent and Principals is most beneficial. 


The School Committee and Millis Teachers’ Association, an affiliate of the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ Association, have established subcommittees to work 
out details relating to negotiations for 1972-73. 


The School Committee has devoted much time and effort studying, ad- 
justing and reviewing its budget with administrators, coordinators, department 
heads, cafeteria manager, and head custodian, and believe its request is a 
minimum to operate efficiently and effectively the schools for 1972. 


In closing, the Committee wishes to extend its thanks to the members of 
the faculty, administrators, school personnel, Town Departments, American 
Legion, members of the PTA, the Lions Club, and the Townspeople for their 
cooperation and assistance in making the school year of 1971 beneficial and 
profitable.

SCHOOL HOUSING - OUR MAJOR PROBLEM 


For several years we have reported the major problem in the schools as one 


of School Housing. 


The School Land Committee informed the School Committee at a recent 


meeting about its investigation of land for school purposes and added that at 
the Annual Town Meeting in 1972, it would recommend the acquiring of a 
certain parcel of land by the Town for such purposes. 


Under Chapter 1010 of the Acts of 1971, the proposal which was support- 
ed by the Millis School Committee will allow communities listed as depressed 
by the Federal Government as eligible to receive 65% of the building cost and 
65% of the interest charges for school building projects approved by the Massa- 
chusetts Division of School Facilities and Related Services. 


The federal government will reevaluate communities again in October and 
we do not know whether Millis will remain on this list or not, so it is impera- 
tive that action be taken prior to that date by the town.

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For many years since 1966 we have been using 10 classrooms for elemen- 
tary purposes in the Memorial Annex which is on the second floor of the 
Junior Senior High School building. 


Enrollment is increasing at the secondary level and this space which is used 
for elementary purposes should be assigned to the secondary level. 


It is important that action be taken by the town prior to the October dead- 
line to be sure that Millis will profit by the 65% reimbursement. As soon as 
a committee is established to determine school needs the administration - 
Superintendent’s Office and that of the elementary administration and ele- 
mentary faculty are ready to review the needs once again. This is of prime 


importance in 1972. 


This proposed building will meet the educational needs of the elementary 
students and will save the town considerable money. This, in my judgment, 
is the number one educational priority in Millis.

The time is here now for us to evaluate the overall school situation, includ- 
ing program, plant, and essential personnel, and sites for a more effective 
program to meet the educational, physical, and emotional problems of our 
youth. 
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SOME OBSERVATIONS 


Briefly stated, our philosophy of education is one which believes that the 
schools are maintained primarily for pupils, and that these pupils are individ- 
uals entitled to be dealt with as such. We believe that the best results are ob- 
tained through democratic cooperation in the broadest sense of the word.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MILLIS JUNIOR- 
SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL — 1971 


William A. Vellante, Principal 


Significant priorities established during this past year were the formulation 
of a Drug Policy, the introduction of an Open Campus Plan and the establish- 
ment of Guidelines for Student Rights and Responsibilities. 


The Drug Policy was accepted by the School Committee following con- 
siderable research by members of the committee which consisted of parents, 
school committee members, administrators, teachers, citizens and students. 
The committee continues to meet to consider revisions for updating the 


policy. 
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The Open Campus program was initiated last April. A gradual implementa- 
tion of the program was introduced at the start of the school year. When this 
report will be released, all high school students will be experiencing some 
phase of the Open Campus program. The basic function of the Open Campus 
program is to seek educational alternatives for high school students during 
their unassigned periods. The plan also provides the student the opportunity 
to assume more responsibility for his own growth and development. The Ad- 
visory Council, consisting of the citizenry, parents, staff members and students, 
has made an excellent beginning of a program that will have a positive impact 
on secondary education in the very near future. 


The committees for the establishment of Guidelines for Student Rights and 
Responsibilities have been meeting quite regularly since September. Parents, 
students, School Committee members, teachers, administrators and students | 
have met to discuss rights, responsibilities, school governance, curriculum, 
extra curricular activities, out-of-school activities and the utilization of the 
existing school plant. Considerable progress has been made, particularly in the 
area of school governance, curriculum and out-of-school activities. 


In addition to studying the social conduct of students, the administration 
has concerned itself with curriculum development. Staff members have been 
encouraged to introduce innovative ideas in their classrooms and in their 
departments. It would be difficult to relate the many innovative practices 
that have been initiated this school year in a report of this nature. It is sig- 
nificant to note, however, that the innovative practices that have been 
introduced are the result of many hours of study, research, visitations and 
discussions of Staff Members at their curriculum meetings.

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REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 
Thomas P. Collins, Elementary Supervising Principal 


The following includes excerpts from both elementary assistant adminis- 
trators. 


Curriculum study and revision has always been in existence and more 
effectively so since the start of the In-Service programs. Curriculum is a sub- 
ject constantly in need of attention, and hopefully the time spent each month 
will result in more effective programs and a better education for the youth of 
Millis. Thus far, new programs in Spelling, Social Studies, Mathematics, - 
Science and Reading have been developed. In the areas of Art and Music the 
need for more concentration is being realized and plans are being made to 
implement such programs. 


Millis became a member of the six town consortium that has been award- 
ed a federal grant for a Regional Childhood Education and Resource Center. 
Through the vehicle of the Regional Center there is a comprehensive, on- 
going approach to support teachers of the consortium in the process of change. 
Demonstration classrooms that are child centered activity oriented are avail- 
able for observation and discussion purposes. Curriculum workshops are 
conducted where materials are discussed and duplicated. Resource advisors 
are available to work with teachers in the classroom. Instruments are being 
developed that describe teacher and child behavior in the child centered 
activity-oriented classrooms, measure parental attitudes toward these class- 
rooms, and record and evaluate on-going procedures for change. 


In addition to the standardized tests administered yearly by the schools to 
all pupils, a special testing program was conducted by the State Department 
of Education. All fourth grade pupils participated. The results of this evalua- 
tion are intended to enable the State Department to objectively identify 
educational needs, and furnish participating schools with helpful information 
for instruction, counseling, curriculum management, resource allocations and 
placement. It is felt that by describing pupil achievement in the basic skills, 
particularly in relation to individual pupil abilities, the interest, confidence 
and support by the citizens of the Commonwealth for excellence in Public 
Education will be increased. 


Two students from Framingham State College who are residents of Millis 
spent an average of one and one-half days per week from October through 
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December in the role of Student Aides. Members of the Field Study in Educa- 
tion Program, these individuals were required to arrange a block of time in 
their schedule during which they offered their services at an elementary 
school. The Aides became involved in a working relationship with the child- 
ren in various situations such as the classrooms, library, lunchroom and play- 
ground. Teachers and secretaries also received assistance from the Aides in 
performing clerical duties that are necessary in the everyday functioning of 
the elementary school. 


A tutorial program has been developed for those students who have been 
professionally diagnosed as having severe learning disabilities. Lack of time, 
facilities and personnel have limited the scope of our program. However, 
supplementary programs are being investigated. Students presently enrolled 
in our Learning Disabilities Classes have made significant progress. 


With class size increasing at the primary level and teaching continuing to 
present important but time-consuming chores such as curriculum demands 
and instruction geared to the student as an individual learner, it has become 
quite evident that additional help is needed in the schools. Consequently, 
the School Committee appointed three individuals to serve at the primary 
level in the role of para-professionals. 


The para-professionals function under the direction of a teacher, per- 
forming subordinate tasks that result in providing positive changes in the 
professional life of the teacher. Our objective is to have the teachers doing 
fewer routine chores, less preparation of audio-visual materials, less clerical 
and countless other activities that deprive the students of the teacher’s direct 
attention. By reducing the number of such chores, the teacher will be able to 
spend more time preparing purely professional materials, guiding and instruc- 
ting students, and preparing remedial exercises of small groups. 


This report expresses an overall view of what has happened during the 
year. Many of the specifics are referred to in other reports of the elementary 
personnel. [ submit it with my expression of sincere thanks to the School 
Committee members, Dr. Roy, my assistant principals, the staff members and 
to the parents, pupils and citizens of the community for their cooperation, 
hard work and understanding, without which many of the year’s achieve- 
ments would have been impossible.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 
Jacob J. Zalvan, M.D., Director 


This year we, again, carried out the varied functions of this department 
which are so well described in a separate article of this Town report 
(see Nurse’s report). 


However, I shall confine my remarks to preventive medicine which, today, 
is becoming increasingly important and includes new thinking and ideas for 
current immunizations. 

Massachusetts State law now requires that all children must have, before 
admission to school, immunizations against smallpox, diphtheria, tetanus, 
whooping cough, poliomyelitis, and measles. Other available vaccines, which 
are optional, include mumps, rubella (german measles) and influenza. The 
only children exempt from this law are those certified as having certain health 
contra-indications or religious beliefs. The Millis Board of Health sponsors 
periodic immunization clinics against these diseases free of charge. 


DPT (combined diphtheria-pertussis-tetanus vaccine): Usually begun when 
the infant is two months old. The second and third injections are 
given at one month intervals. If an injection is missed, it is not 
necessary to repeat the series, and one merely continues with the 
subsequent injections when possible. It must be remembered that 
the immunization is not complete until the infant receives his 
first “booster” injection in one year. A second booster is given 
prior to beginning school. Subsequent boosters are given at 10-year 
intervals; pertussis boosters are omitted after age 6. 


Polio Vaccine: This is now administered orally as a mixed vaccine con- 
taining types I, II and III. The first dose is given at 2 months of age 
and the second is given 2 months later. The third is given about 6 
months later. 


Smallpox: This immunization is now given preferably in the second year, 
as there is less danger of a reaction at this time. Since this disease is 
now virtually non-existent in this country, it is believed by many 
authorities that the risks of vaccination outweigh the chances of 
infection. 
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Measles: This immunization is also given in the second year. It is believed 
to give life-time immunity and no boosters are needed. 


Mumps and Rubella (German Measles): These are more recent available 
immunizations for susceptible individuals. Their use is still contro- 
versial, because there is yet no accepted knowledge of immunity 
duration and there are reports of cases of reinfection. It has been 
declared safe to give vaccine (Rubella) to children even though the 
mother is pregnant. However, immunization of adult women is 
dangerous, and if one is given protection, she must not become preg- 
nant for six months. 


Influenza: The effectiveness of “flu shots” is also controversial. However. 
this is strongly recommended for highly susceptible people such as 
debilitated children and feeble, sickly adults, especially those having 
lung diseases (asthma, emphysema), or heart disease. The initial 
series consists of two injections at monthly intervals. Boosters, 
single injections, are then given annually. 


Smoking: I believe it is appropriate at this time to say a word about smok- 
ing. It was shocking to find, during our physical examinations at the 
school, the number of students in grades 7 through 12 who appeared 
with cigarette packs in their shirt pockets or reeking of tobacco. The 
medical department decries the policy of the School Committee 
which recognizes, even on a small scale, smoking by students on 
school grounds. Not only has smoking been implicated in Cancer of 
the lung, but it has also been blamed for its harmful effects in heart 
disease, chronic obstructive lung disease (chronic bronchitis, asthma 
and emphysema) and gastro-intestinal disease. The proof must have 
been very convincing to bring about the present restrictions on adver- 
tising by the strong, powerful tobacco manufacturers. 


It is the continued alertness of medical research and the public acceptance 
of its results that have so increased the normal life span of the American 
individual. 
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I should like to take this opportunity to thank my Nursing Staff, the 
school personnel, the School Committee, the Board of Health, and all the 
parents for their assistance and cooperation.

REPORT OF DENTAL CLINICS 


The School Dental Clinic is now doing complete X-ray and oral examina- 
tions on all pupils who so desire in grades 1-6. If these examinations show 
that the child requires dental attention, the parents are notified and the X-rays 
are made available for the use of their private dentist. If time permits, as many 
cleanings as possible are done. 


A total of 31 Dental Clinics were held between January 1 and December 31, 
1971; 292 children were X-rayed and examined and 41 children received oral 


prophylaxis. 


HERMAN L. BROWN, D.M_D. 
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SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 


During the year, 1971, the School Health Program provided health ser- 
vices to the schools. The enrollment in the public schools consisted of 1,782. 


The two part-time public health nurses with the assistance of two health 
aides and a secretary make up the health team. The health aides and secretary 
were certified by the state to perform the screening tests for vision and hear- 
ing. In November, 1971, they were certified for completing the standard 
course in first aid. 


The health team act as health consultants and advisors in keeping children 
well. They help to determine the physical status of each child, enlist the 
child’s cooperation in health protection and maintenance and give attention 
to individual health needs. They help to protect against communicable disease 
exposure, render first aid and promote a healthful, safe environment. They 
assist the classroom teacher in using all available opportunities for health 
education and collaborate with school and family physicians and dentists 
in obtaining the necessary services.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


The year 1971 differed sharply from the two previous years in the activities 
of town counsel. Prior years saw a substantial number of days spent in trial of 
zoning matters involving the denial or the granting of permits to construct 
multi-family dwellings by the zoning board of appeals. Two of these cases 
have been appealed to the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court. One of 
them, Winiker versus the Zoning Board of Appeals, is an appeal by the petition- 
er on a decision of the superior court favorable to the town of Millis. The sec- 
ond, Laure] Development Corporation versus Zoning Board of Appeals, is an 
appeal by the town of Millis from an unfavorable decision of the superior 
court. 


The year 1971 saw an unusual number of claims handled by the office of 
town counsel resulting from damage to town property caused by motor ve- 
hicles. Several of these claims have been settled, financial recoveries accom- 
plished, while others are presently pending. None of these claims, however, 
were resolved adversely to the town of Millis. 


During the past year, town counsel attended almost every meeting of the 
board of selectmen and replied to an unusually large number of requests for 
opinions. Although the bulk of opinions from this office were rendered to 
the board of selectmen, town counsel also was consulted by and cooperated 
with a substantial number of other boards and commissions within the town. 


Initial steps were taken during the past year to solve the problems of refuse 
disposal and town counsel will continue to cooperate with the board of select- 
men and the department of public works to implement plans to develop a 
complete sanitary landfill program. 


The position of town counsel in a growing town such as the town of Millis 
_ continues to be both demanding and rewarding. The discharge of the obliga- 
tions of this office, however, are made easier by the type of cooperation ex- 
_ tended to me by the board of selectmen in the year 1971.

REPORT OF THE INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


Joint meetings have been held throughout the year with the planning board 
and the conservation commission to discuss matters connected with possible 
extension of areas allocated to industrial zoning and on flood plain zoning and 
progress on the master plan for the town. There is urgent need for an overall, 
carefully and expertly engineered master plan if sound industrial development 
is to take place in Millis. 
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Other factors complicating the future of industry, as well as additional 
aspects of community activity, is the present uncertainty as to the loca- 
tion of the proposed Route 209 and on the long term future of the town 
dump. 


Roadside signs extending welcome to industry were erected early in 
_ 1971 and have generated inquiries. 


An open meeting was held with a representative of the U. S. Small 
Business Administration to discuss the types of assistance available locally 
from that source. Representatives of other Millis agencies were present. 

_ The possibilities of a “workshop” open to representatives of small indus- 

trial concerns in town was discussed but action deferred for the present. 
_ However, at least one local business is receiving the benefit of assistance 
_ from the SBA as an outgrowth of the meeting. 


The industrial development committee was contacted in August by one 
_ important local manufacturing establishment having interest in the possi- 
bility of community endorsed financing for a significant plant expansion, 
approaching seven figures and the probable addition of several hundred 
_ people to the existing work force. The IDC met with the interested 
_ party and subsequently set up a joint meeting with the new industrial 
_ development financing authority and a representative of the Massachusetts 
; Department of Commerce and Industry to plan further steps. The matter 
is proceeding. 
| We have to change our thinking on industrial land. No longer can it 
be waste land or swamp land unacceptable for residential. It must be pre- 
_ ferred land. In these days of ecological and environmental responsibility 
we are trying to attract small, clean, industries requiring little usage of 
our two precious commodities—water and land. We ask all citizens and 
town departments to help us in our efforts.

Work commenced on the new public works building in 
November of 1970 and continued to progress thoughout the winter and spring, 
with completion of the building in May of 1971. The contracted price of the 
new building was $116,560, architect and incidentals $9440, for a total of 
$126,000. 


The department of public works held its open house on June 2, 1971, with 
all town officials in attendance. Acceptance of the new building was made at 
this time by the public works building committee. The keys were handed 
from Richard Barrett, chairman of the public works building committee, to 
Gordon McFetridge, chairman of the board of selectmen, who in turn handed 
the keys to Thomas S. Lydon, chairman of the board of public works. 


Since its opening in June of 1971, the building has been used by the de- 
partment of public works for approximately seven months and is working 
very efficiently. The public works building committee, consisting of Richard 
Barrett, chairman; John Kilmain, clerk; Everett Adams, Paul Clancy, Wayne

790°-6”, Article 72-Main Street, 1300’-8”, Article 64-Orchard Street pipe 
arch installation; Article 68-Cassidy drainage, 500’ of 30” pipe; Article 69- 
town drainage, Winter & Bow Streets, Cole & Railroad Avenues: lowering of 
sidewalk in front of Catholic church; hot topping remaining section of Dover 
Road-2100’, installing hot top curbing the entire length.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The board of selectmen organized for the year during a special meeting held 
March 3, 1971, with Gordon W. McFetridge, chairman; Donald M. Kuhn, clerk; 
and Henry J. Lewandowski, member. 


Regular meetings were scheduled for alternate Monday evenings but, again, 
the press of business made weekly and special meetings necessary very fre- 
quently. 


One of the major changes in the structure of the local government took 
place in 1971 with the election of the first board of public works, Thomas S. 
Lyon, George DeAngelis and Jean Salvucci. Separate departments absorbed 
into the department of public works included the highway, sewer, water, tree, 
park and cemetery. In the short time this department has been in existence, it 
has worked well; and in the future it should result in further improvement and 
benefits to the community. 


A hard working drainage investigating committee comprised of Charles G. 
Ellis, Louis DeAngelis and Herbert Stevens has again made a number of recom- 
mendations to correct drainage problems, some of which, hopefully, will be 
implemented through funds to be appropriated at the 1972 annual town 
meeting. 

Also performing a valuable service to the town were insurance investigating 
committee members,Chairman John W. Purkis, Richard A. Booth, Frank J. 
Senatro, William E. Painter and E. Peter Bosse. We have turned over to the 
imsurance agent of record their report to us for cost figures to institute the 
recommendations. One of the insurance investigating committee’s recommen- 
dations was that the town join the federal flood insurance program. This sub- 
ject has been tabled by the board of selectmen for several reasons. One is that 
our neighbor, Norfolk, has complied with all the program requirements, which 
represent a great deal of work including zoning, etc.; and there has been only 
one flood insurance policy sold in that town to date. Since this indicates, at 
least to us, there is little interest in this section in flood insurance; and, be- 
cause of the current stipulation that if the flood insurance program is in 
effect, those not taking advantage of it are not eligible for federal assistance 
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in case of a disaster, we felt joining the program at this time would penalize 
those not securing flood insurance. Under the federal flood program, some 
building constraints for areas subject to flooding are required; but, since our 
own flood plain zoning is more strict than the federal requirements, this 
aspect would prove of no benefit to Millis. 


There is currently one vacancy in the police department, caused by the 
transfer of Patrolman Howard Watson. The problems caused by the active 
court cases regarding civil service examinations have prevented our filling this 
position, but we hope this can be done in 1972. 


Solid waste disposal problems have haunted the board of selectmen all 
year. Implementing the new, strict state regulations regarding solid waste dis- 
posal and air pollution will be very difficult and expensive. We have spent 
much time on this subject and have been admirably aided by Chairman 
E. Peter Bosse and the members of the dump investigating committee. We 
will sponsor a number of articles in the 1972 annual town meeting warrant to 
begin the operation of a sanitary land fill area as required by the state. The 
cost will be high, more than $220,000 for this year’s proposed expenditures 
alone. We certainly are no happier about the cost than any other Millis tax- 
payer, but we have been cited for more than 30 violations at the dump al- 
ready and informally told the dump will be closed soon by the state if action 
is not taken. Therefore, after many long hours of discussion and many meet- 
ings with other town boards and the engineers, we are making a number of 
proposals at town meeting, including acquisition of land and purchase of 
equipment. 


By taking advantage of the Emergency Employment Act of 1971, we have 
been fortunate to secure the services, with wages paid fully by the federal 
government, of Henry Perciaccante as an automotive mechanic for the depart- 
ment of public works, Rose S. Robinson as assistant administrative clerk in 
the selectmen’s office, and Chery] L. Fleischer as recreational supervisor. 

Mrs. Fleischer has just begun her work and we trust we will soon have an ex- 
panded recreational program, something that has been sorely needed in Millis. 


With the usual fine cooperation from our police department, we anticipate 
speed zoning preliminary work will be undertaken in 1972 and the speed 
zones established by the end of the year.

All contracts have been completed with the exception of the three cir- 
cuit fire alarm register, the town report which is scheduled for delivery 
in late February and the usual continuing deliveries of fuel oil, gasoline, 
etc. 


Under Article 65 of the 1971 annual town meeting, $3050 was appro- 
priated for a school zone to be installed on Plain Street under a permit from 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Works and 100 percent reimbursable 
from the state.
